Approval of an Architectural 
Commission for Upland was gle 
ven by the Planning Commis. 
sion Feb. 23, thus reversing 
former opposition. 

The ‘‘new’’ Architectural 
Commission, however, has been 
altered considerably, including 
different qualifications for 
members and with guidelines 
that more clearly define its 
broader scope of action. 

Councilman George Gibson 
outlined the changes in 4 state. 
ment to the Planners. He spoke 
strongly in favor of the Archie 
tectural Commission if Upland 
wanted to remain a superior 
community. 

“Upland is blessed with sue 
perior environment,” he said, 
and an “architectural commise 
sion is a necessary tool to de- 
velop Upland into a city of gra- 
cious living. We need highaims 
and goals to get anywhere.” 

The new Architectural Come 
mission will have broader 
scope, reviewing commercial, 
industrial, and multiple resi- 
dences, Single family residen- 
ces will not be reviewed by the 


* 


commission, 

The members will consist of 
five persons, with one an are 
chitect, and the four remaining 
“shall have substantial back- 
ground in the area of architec. 
ture, art, landscaping or other 
allied fields.’’ One of these 
four may be a member of the 
Planning Commission. 

It was noted that finding quali- 
fied people for the AC would be 
difficult, that much search is 
necessary, and that they then 
be given respect. 

Consultant Simon Eisner 
spoke highly of the Architece 
tural Commission and firmly” 
recommended favorable action, 

He said there was no inten- 
tion of trying to force anyone 
or intimidate anyone, but it 
was essential that to reach goals 
and objectives in the future this 
would become the responsibility 
of the Architectural Commis- 
sion, 

“Everything that happens in 
a city, happens t everyone 
else,” he said. 

Planner Frank Carpenter 
brought up the subject of a 





“balanced membership’ inclu- 
ding laymen. 

Discussion was settled when 
it was determined that the four 
members did not have to be 
‘‘professionals,’’ but with sub. 
stantial background, Carpenter 
said in his previous AC experl- 
ence the laymen contributed 
substantially. 

He also asked about enforce- 
ment, Discussion here showed 
that building permits, final ine 
spections, notice of completions 
all were part of the procedure 
as tt) enforcement, 

The possible threat of the AC 
becoming too abstract or too 
powerful, was mixed because 
there is appeal to the City 
Council, 

The Planners suggested that 
it take 3 of the 5 members to 
reject any proposal even though 
only three members provide a 
quorum, A 2 to 1 vote could 
approve. Thus, disapporval is 
more difficult and with three 
members yoting no on all oce 
casions there would be noquese 
tion of the outcome of the vote 
if all five were present,

Red Cross Executive Commite 
tee meeting at San Bernardino, 

The special meeting was 
called as a result of the disclo. 
sure a week ago by THE NEWS 
that merger with Ontario was 
being forced by United Fund ace 
tion regarding the budget, and 
specifically by not allowing any 
more rental funds for the Up. 
land Service Center, 

The Red Cross will have to 
move this summer for its pree 
sent building will be torn down 
to make way for the new Upland 
Civie Center, 

A conference with city officte 
als trying to locate a new site 
last week brought to light the 
situation on rental funds, which 
was termed by local Red Cross 
personne) and Councilman Roe 
nald Rossitter as part of the 
pressure by the United Fund to 
force the Red Cross merger bee 
tween Upland and Ontario, 

John L. Doyle, Chapter 
Chairman of Redlands, told THE 
NEWS Monday afternoon that 
there has been ‘no pressure’ 
by the United Fund upon his 
organization to merge, and that 
he would have expected such 
pressure to come to him as the 
head of the Red Cross, 

Mr. Doyle declared emphati- 
cally that there had not been any 
pressure by the United Fund, 

Meeting with Mr. Doyle at 
THE NEWS were John R, Hame 
rich, chapter manager of the 
Ret Cross; Stan Adams, Red 
Cross chairman for public ine 
formation and public relations; 
Clark Boosen, newly « elected 
president of the West End United 
Fund, and Mel Hodell, NEWS 
publisher, Upland and Ontario 
became ‘service centers’? 


early this year when five ‘chap.’ 


tors’’ were merged by the Red 
Cross, 

Mr. Doyle also said that a 
‘Blue Ribbon Committee’ from 
both Upland and Ontario will be 
appointed by the Southern Calle 
fornia Inland Chapter of the Red 
Cross to study the merger of the 
two service centers, and to 


come up with a recommendas 
tion of where 
site shall be, 
“The new service center may 
be located in either Upland or 
Ontario, No decision has been 
made as yet,’’ Mr, Doyle said, 


the Red Cross 


pointing out that this was a chief 
function of the new committer, 

Doyle said the chairman 
of this new committee is hoped 
to be Dr, Gilbert Brown, vice 
president of Redlands Univer. 
sity. 

Mr, Doyle said that Upland 
has had dedicated Red Cross 
workers and supporters who 
have had ‘pride in their com. 
munity’? and “eaprite de corpa’* 
for their community, He said he 
wanted this ‘local flavor’? to 
continue and felt it would, 

The Upland Chapter last year 
celebrated its 60thanniversary, 

He also noted that a special 
Red Cross study had been made 
of the Upland and Ontario area 
toward the ‘feasibility of maine 
taining two service centers’’ 
and because they were only Qe 
1/2 miles apart “administra- 
tive savings’ would accrue that 
would make {it worthwhile, It 
was upon this basis that the 
merger was voted, he stated, 

He also noted that We must 
recognize the fact that the Uni. 
ted Fund has not been able to 
meet its quota, The Red Cross 
feela the funds available will 
be better able to meet our 
commitments if we can take 
these dollars intended for two 
centers and devote our efforts 
toward Red Cross services,’’ 

Mr. Doyle pointed out that 
the three main functions of the 
Red Cross were to aid mille 
tary families, provide first aid 
and water safety help, and proe 
vide disaster relief, 

He explained that the ‘opti. 
mum” size of the Red Cross 
chapters generally® were ine 
creasing and were vital to maine 
tain adequate funds for the dise 
aster proportion of the Red 
Croaa duties, The exact aise 
would have to be for maximum 
of size and efficiency factora, 

Mr. Boesen noted in the dis- 
cussion that “It is the intention 
of the United Fund to avoid due 
plication of services.” He said 
the funds raised this past year 
were at an all-time high, that 
“all agencies’ were “working 
well together now,’’ 

He said that ‘individuals’® 
may have discussed merger of 
the Upland and Ontarto Service 
Centers, and that the United 
Fund may have discussed it 
off-hand with the Red Cross at 
budget time but on a broader 
basis of chapters rather than 
service centers,

City jail, police 
planning grant 
told by Pettis 


Congressman Jerry Pettis 
announced approval of a $18,- 
970, Public Works Planning ad- 
vance to Rialto, to finance plane 
ning of a city jail and police 
station for the area, The pro- 
posed project will cost a total 
of $396,048, 

Area officials report the lack 
of jail facilities in Rialto fore 
ces the City to use the County 
structire, which is presently 
over-crowded, 

The police station is now 
housed in a portion of an old 
building originally constructed 
as a City Hall in 1927, Cone 
struction Ls expected to get une 
der way in April, 1968. 

This project, according to 
Pettis, is being assisted under 
the program of advances for 
Public Works Planning authoe 
rized under the Housing Act of 
1954, as amended and adminise 
tered by the U. S, Department 
of Housing and Urban Develope 
ment. 

Public Works Planning ad- 
vances are interest free and 
repayable when construction is 
started.
